J. Herbert Gulley aged about 33 yra. 
alga* «*) « Mr. and Mrs. J l>. Gulley. 
died at hi. home on Danville .treet 
fternoon about 5 o'clock 
from the elTecta of carbalic acid, taken 
with auicidal intent, in the halhroon of 
hia home. He had threatened on aeveral 
to end hia life, hut his jovial 
joking nature, had led his friend* 
at he had no auch Inten- 
A faw momenta before live 
o'clock yesterday afternoon, he called 
at the room of Mr. Mike Haye. who 
room* in the aama building and asked 
for a glaaa which Mr. Haya gave him. 
at the time noticing he held in hia left 
hand an ounce bottle, labeled "poiaon". 
Mr. Hava aaked what it was and what 
he waa going to do, he replied that he 
to take it. that it waa not 
pUsnn. but just labeled that way. and 
continued on into the bathroom. In a 
few momenta he returned to the room 
of Mr. Hays and aaid he had taken the 
cortenta of the bottle and that it waa 
carbolic acid. He laid down on the bed 
immediately, and aaid to Mr. Hays, 
"I'm gone", which were hi* laat 
worda. As soon aa it wa* seen that he 
had taken the deadly drug, physiciana 
were called and antidotes were admins- 
tered, but death resulted in le»s than 

About 3,30 o'clock he waa in the bar- 
ber .hop »r Mr. Male Huuae. while 
there he aaked Mr. Huuae if he ever 
knew of any one who committed suicide 
by taking carbolic acid and if it waa a 
hard death. Mr. House told him the tak- 
ing uf carbolic acid waa a most horrible, 
painful death, but Herbert calmly re- 
plied, "Well, I am going that way" at 
the same tunc showing a bottle uf car- 
bolic acid. Mr. Huuae remonstrated 
with him. after which he told him he 
wanted tu take a bath. Mr. Huuae 
told him he could go in the bath room 
but rauat leave the bottle with him. tu 
that he replied be would juat let the 
bath alone and aaked for a Bible. He 
waa given a Bible and aat calmly read- 
ing it for about ten minulee. then aak- 
ed fur a pencil and tablet, aaying he

'Happy New Year,' With 
Beat Wishes' and numbers, names or 
letters for purposes of description are 
permissible additions to parcel post 
mail. Other written additions subject 
the parcel to letter postage.
